.he first tannery or tan yord operated by the people of 
the dreenbank Community was on land in the possession of 
•Jacob Rambaugh, which was prior to 1800. The old tanner’s 
name was Taber. He was a hatter by trade - made fur caps, 
moccasins, and buck skin pants. His tanning vats were 
lerge troughs, and a certain kind of bark, roots and herbs 
'■ere used in dressing the hides, which accounts for his 
locating so far in the mountains. 

The first tannery or old time tan yard of any con¬ 
sequence where first class upper and sole leather was man- 
ufectured was owned and operated by Charles P. Brown, who 
purchased the James Townsend patent of eighty-eight acres
